THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKST 


The  extremely  cold  and  disagrees.ble  weather  prevailing  in  England 
and  northwestern  Europe  continues  to  affect  the  deinand  for  apples  aiid 
other  fruit,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  Edvfin  Smith,  the  Department's 
Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe*    While  prices  paid  for  most  varieties  and 
grades  of  American  aprjles  on  the,  Liverpool  auction  on  Wednesday,  February 
20,  show  a  decline  compered  T/ith  those  prevailing  a  iveek  ago,  this  con- 
dition is  "believed  to  be  only  temporary  and  a  better  market  is  expected 
as  soon  as  the  weather  ameliorates. 

The  moderate  supplies  of  Virginia  Yorks  available  for  the  auction 
were  mostly  in  variable  condition.    Good  condition  stock,  however,  ranged 
from  $7.30  to  $7.79  per  barrel,  as  against  ;S6.67  to  $7,30  last  week. 
Light  supplies  of  Virginia  Ben  Davis  and  V/inesaps  were  available  but  met 
with  a  slow  demand  at  lower  prices.     The  V/inesaps  were  in  variable  condi- 
tion.    The  demand  for  the  moderate  offerings  of  Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins 
was  also  very  slow,  U.S.  No.  1,  Z\  inch  stock  ranging  from  ^>5.33  to  $6.57 
as  against  $6.57  to  $6.81  last  week.    Only  light  supplies  of  New  York 
Baldwins  and  Rhode  Island  G-reenings  were  offered  but  the  demand  was  slow 
and  prices  Ictswer. 

Washington  ^inesaps  met  with  a  considerably  slower  demand  this  week. 
Supplies  were  moderate  and  Extra  Fancy  150/l63/l75  stock  ranged  from  $2.58 
to  $2.92  as  against  $3.10  to  $3.16  last  week.    Oregon  Spitzenbergs  also  met 
with  a  slower  demand.    Supplies  were  liberal  and  Extra  Fancy  150/l63/l75 
stock  ranged  from  $2.92  to  $2.98  as  against  $3.16  last  week.    Liberal  sup- 
plies of  Yellow  Newtowns  from  the  M^iford  district  in  Oregon  were  offered 
but  they  met  with  a  slow  demand,  E.r,  ..-a  Fancy  150/l53/l75  fruit  bringing 
$3.04  per  box  as  against  $3.22  to  $o.41  last  week.
